My LORDS, 
INCE it hath pleaſed God of his great Mercy 
g ro convince me of my tormer Errors, it hath 


pleaſed him to incline my Mind to medirate 

upon, and to ſtudy the Holy Scriprures ; and 
tie more I have been intent hereupon, the more m 
Judgmenc has been confirmed in the Truths of che Chri- 
ltian Religion, profefied by the Church of England ; 
and thereupon 1 have thought ir my Duty to Diſcover 
and Oppole deſtruttive Errors, which tendro overthrow 
the Chriſtian Faith, as well as to vindicate ( according 
ro my ſmall Talent) my Mother-Church trom thoſe 
Calunnies undeſervedly caſt upon her by unfound 
Schiſmaricks, and I am atraid I may fay ſelt-condemn'd 
Herericks, fince iny Reaſon cells me they muſt needs 
perſiſt wiltully, Bur notwithſtanding all cis, and 
what elſe may be ſaid on this Foct; 1 do nor pretend 
ro an extraordinary Call, but account my fc}: under 
your Lordſhips Command, believing tat as in the State, 
19» in the Church thcir muſt be Government, aud con- 
lequently Governors, to whom we ought 1n poitit Of 
Dury to ſubmic; fo that it your Lordllups (hall com- 
mand my Silence, I ſhall (as in Duty bound) readily 
obey; and fo on the comrary, it my Labour herein 
ſhall be choughe uſeful, in oppoting che Errors of this 
Dominecring Se, I ſhall, with all Faichtulnels, COnti- 
nue ir, with due regard arrending continually upon this 
very thing, having ReſpeCt to the necellary Circumſtan- 
ces fuch a Work require in this depraved Age; and 
thereupon, leaſt his Book of mine now preſented 
ſhould nor have met with that Receprion, which I chank 
God ir has, both your Lordſhips and che Clergy in gene- 
ral might ſafely have ſaid you kacw nothing of it ; co 
that end alſo I mentioned the Bounty receiv'd of rhe 
Gentry, the Juſtices and Proteſtane Diſſenters, to cake 
off Occafion from them that ſeek Occaſion; for as to the 
laſt chey never gave me above $o 5. and the Gentry and 
Juſtices nor 5 /. bur my Support I thanktully acknowledge 
hath principally been the Bounty of your Lordſhips, che 
Univerſicies, and parricular Clergymen, for which I bleſs 
God on your Behalf, praying for your Healch and Pro- 
ſperity every way. 

And having been exerciſed -herein, I humbly beg 
Leave to give your Lordſhips an Account of what I have 
done fince December 1698. And as I have never ler 
mortal Eye ſee the laſt Letter ro your Lordſhips, fo I 
hope [ ſhall be ſo cautious in this, as will preſerve all in 
its due place; for I have a Printer I can confide 1n, 

Firſt, As to the Conference at Weſt-Dereham, the Qua- 
kers were the Aggrefſors, they being: before that very 
troubleſome to the Clergy in that Country, by frequent 
Challenges, Upon which, both Mr. Park and Mr. Meri- 
fon wrote to me to come to their Aſſiſtance ; we had a 
Meeting at my Houſe, where was alſo Mr. Archer, our 
Miniſter, and Mr. Eraſmas Warren, and my Advice was, 
that I might challenge chem, and ſtand theBrunrleaſt any 
thing ſhould happen that mighr retle& upon che Church 
to which all agreed; I did ſo, and it was accepted : 
But on ſecond Thoughts the Quakers threw oft me, 
and turned the Challenge upon the Clergy; yea,to any of 
theirCloth to give them a Charge,and toappointTime and 
Place; and they'd give them a Publick Trial : They did 
ſo; bur then their London Leaders fearing che Confe- 
quence thereof, ſhuffled and evaded the ſame. Upon 
which a Petition was prepared, and ſent up; bur nor 
being thought meer to be preſented, they grew bold, 
and fince then, have wrote divers Books; an Account 
of them chat have come to my View are asfollow, with 
the Numbers, which I think in Probability might be 
Printed. 

I. An Apology for the People called Quakers, and an Ap-

IV. An Apoſtate Conſcience expos'd; which alſo in ſome 
Places, cho* nor abour our Town, for there they'd nor 
receive them, However I do ſuppoſe 1000 d. 

V. A Defence of the Apology for the People called Qua» 
hers in Nortolk, (rc. I guets in number 4000 e. 

VI. Truth and Innocency vindicated, &c, I do think 
not fo tew in number as 50co f. 

VII, Angus Hagillatis, &c. which contain $48 Pages 
in a large Ottavo, beſide the Preface, © $00 of them 
well bound, were difpatch'd away ro Members of Par- 
liament to prepare them againſt this Seffion; 500 of 
them in one Ship fent to Penfilvania, beſides thoſe gi- 
vea to Judges, Lawyers, Juſtices, and indeed to Men 
ot all Ranks ; beſides their ordinary way, Two to each 
Meering, lelling them in Shops in London, and by their 
Agents in the Country ; and furmſhing Ireland, Scot- 
Lind, and other Plantations. I cannot think chey prin- 
red lets than 6 or 8000, bur I will fay bur 5000. g. For 
chey are a Rich and United Contederacy, and willcom- 
paſs Sea and Land, to make a Profelite. 


And now, my Lords, as I have given bur a probable 
Gueſs of their Number, which, as I account, 1s 52000, 
it may be leſs or more; and in regard I fee no Anſwer 
co any of them come out, I thought it my Duty to re- 
turn ſome ſhort Anſwer to them ; and todiſperſe them 
as tar as I could; ſome to Oxford, Cambridge, and other 
Towns; many I gave away at home, and at Turners-Hall, 
ro the Parliament, and where I judged it needful, and 
this by the Aſſiſtance I have had, and my Credit 
raiſed thereby, which is as tollowerh, viz.

TV, Inanfwer to cheir Fourth Book I wrote — 
mine, 7. e. Jezebel Withſtood, and her Daugh- 11500 
ter Anne Docwra Publickly Reproved, &c. in 
number 0500 &. to diſperſe, beſides that half part of it 
ar the end of Quakeriſm Expos'd, &c. 

V. In anſwer to their Letter to che Clergy, which I 
was loth to undertake, knowing they could tar better 
do it themſelves; but whether ic was that they do not 
think them conſiderable, or leaſt once engaging ſhould 
= a Foundation for a chargeable Continuance ; or 
whether they thoughe enough wrote already, I cannor 
cell; bur at length, when I ſee ic fo univerſally ſpread, 
and read in their Meetings, I wrote a ſmall Tract againſt 
ic, ſtiled The Miniſtry of the Church of England Vindicated 
and Diſtinguiſhed from that of Quakeriſm, &c. In num- 
ber 20co e. 

VI. In Anſwer to their Defence of their Apology, 
by Fobn Feild, and their Truth and Innocency, by George 
Whitehead, 1 wrote my Modefi Defence, &c. of which I 
preſented berween $ and 600 to the High Court of 
Parliament, gc. in number 1500 f. which in all make 
11500, 

VII. I have ſtill ſomerhing preparing for a Brief 
Anſiver co ſome material Falacies in their Anguis Flagil- 
latus, which I do intend, unleſs I meet with Advice to 
the contrary from my Superiors, to let go, as a Forerun- 
ner to a more compleat Anſwer, which I do underſtand 
15 preparing: Bur in regard I know, that altho' the 
Reverend Author of The Snake in the Graſs can, and I 
believe will do ir fo well, as mine will ſcarce deſerve 
to be called more than the Shadow of ir, yer, my 
Lords, ic may be this Twelve Months er'e his come 
out; and to have them Triumph cill then, I cannor 
think ir proper ; and my Reaſon i5, becauſe mcſt of the 
late 


late Converts ( of which there is Six of their Teachers, 
and I think above an Hundred of their Hearers) are ve- 
ry well diſpoſed rothe Church of England, and I do think 
there is a great Work going on (I pray God proſper it) 
and that makes them rage, and thus beſtir themſelves; 
I have, ſince I came to London, had divers Letters trom 
ſeveral Quakers in the Country, which are come off, 
giving meThanks for my plain Dealing, ſome encouraging 
me never to leave till I have ſtript this young Harlot : 
Bur, my Lords, I know they are in their hot Zeal; 
and as your Lordſhips ſhall adviſe me by the Reverend 
Dr. Stanly, or Mr. Altham, or any other, or otherwiſe, 
as to your Wiſdom ſhall ſeem meer, ſo ſhall I proceed; 
and if nothing be ſaid to the contrary by any Body, 
I ſhall cake ir for granted, that I may go on. | 


And now, my Lords, I have but one thing more to 
mention, which is, That it my Endeavours and La» 


bours do find Acceptance at your Lordſhips Hands, 
char you would pleafe to let me have a preſent Afſi- 
ſtance to pay what I owe-for Paper,Printing and Binding, 
which 1s near 40 /, And it what I have done be nor 
ſo well done as you could wiſh, I ſtill beg your Favour 
to accept the Will tor the Deed; or if it be hur 

rt of it, ſo asto give them Content; I defire nothing 

ut tolive : And as your Lordſhips have been charitably 
inclined, and very Bountiful towards my Support, . fo 
do I hope I ſhall never miniſter Occafion for the con-
